NEW BRIDGE T 
BE OPENED AT 
FETE TONIGHT 


The new $2,000,000 San Joaquin 
River. bridge will be opened at 
midnight this evening amid a 
blare of horns and general cele- 
bration of the citizens of Antioch 
and surrounding. country. A 
gathering. of 2,000 persons is ex- 
pected at the opening of the 
bridge, which will span the San 
Joaquin river. 

Construction of the bridge was 
started in June, 1924, Its length, 
including approaches is 4,639 feet 
The structure is equipped with a 
lift span that elevates to 135 feet, 
thus allowing ample clearance for 


the largest type of ships. The 
driveway is 21 feet wide. The 
new bridge will shorten the dist- 
ance between San Francisco and 


Oakland and Sacramento by seven 
or’ eight miles. 

Under the franchise granted by 
the Contra Costa board of super- 
visors the bridge will be turned 
over to the county gratis by the 
builders at the expiration of 25 
years.

who was in Richmond yesterday. 

Johnson attracted to Richmond 
by the Municipal Airport, whieh 
was conducted here by the Cham- 
ber of Commerce some months 
ago, stated that he was concluding, 
an exhaustive study of the San “< 
Francisco bay region for a suite 
ble landing field in this sect 
which wuld be @vhilable in a 
kinds of weather and be in close 
proximity to the entire San Fran: 
| cisco bay region. 

The company which Johnson 
represents has been engaged in 
planning the proposed service fof 
more than a year and this is 
Johnson's second yisit to Rich- 
mond, 

According to Johnson the: coms 
pany is backed by conservative 
business men of the southern city 
who decided at the time of th 
Organization, of the company more 
than a year ago that they/ would 
Start operation only when the 
business in view and the facili- 
ties available would warfant. 

“We have not purchas any of 
our equipment: as: yet” hnson 
stated yesterday. “It is our. plan 
to purchase only such ships as 
are absolutely necessary to estab- 
lish and keep up_a regular ser- 
vice between the San Francisco 
bay regions. The types of air- 
planes are changing too much at 
the present time for us to go in 
for a heavy expenditure and later 
find that our ships are obsolete 
before they are half worn out. 
Our initial flying equipment will 
probably consist of three .Douglas 
Transport planes and two small 
ships for e@mergency use. The 
Douglas planes, which are the lat- 
est and considered the best types 
at the present time .are capable 
of carrying eight passengers or a 
load of 2,000 poumds. We be- 
lieve this will be adequate at the 
beginning. If the business war- 
rants we will increase our flying 
equipment. 

“I have just completed a com- 
plete survey of the entire San 
Francisco bay region and feel con- 
fident that Richmond is the only 
place we can find that will meet 
our needs. Even though we might 
locate a place where the transpor- 
tation facilities to San Francisco 
might be better we would be un- 
able to find fields. large enough 
for our use. I have been shown a 
number of other fields in this vic- 
inity, but none of them meet, the 
needs of the type of planes which 
we will use,’’’
